Champion of Truth 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
The death of Homer S. 
Cum­ 
mings st the age of 86 brought 
reminders of his long, distinguish­ 
ed legal career capped by serv­ 
ices as U. S. attorney general un­ 
der Franklin D. Roosevelt from 
1933 to 1939. 
But his memory will perhaps 
be most deeply etched in history 
because of a murder case he han­ 
dled as a Connecticut state’s at­ 
torney in 1924. 
The case is required reading 
for Justice Department lawyers. 
Law schools throughout the land 
point its moral. 
Countless legal 
journals recount It. 
On May 27, 1924, State’s Attor­ 
ney Cummings rose in court to 
begin the murder prosecution of 
one Harold Israel, then a penni­ 
less 
man, who 
was accused of 
ahooting down a priest one dark 
February night on the streets of 
Bridgeport. 
Methodically, 
Cummings 
laid 
out the damning evidence against 
the defendant. 
He had confessed. He had led 
police 
over his nute 
of flight 
from the murder scene, designat­ 
ing spot* mentioned by witness­ 
es. 
He told police he’d hidden 
the shell from the fatal bullet in 
his room. They found it. 


Th* bullet in the priest’s body 
was .32 caliber, and to was Is- 
real’s revolver. Ballistics expert* 
declared hit gun had fired 
the 
fatal shot. 
When seized, Israel wore a cap 
and a dark overcoat with velvet 
collar. Seven witnesses said the 
murderer was so garbed. 
Five 
positively identified Israel aa be­ 
ing at, near, or some distance 
from the murder scene. 
(Hie witness, a waitress friend, 
* said she looked through her res­ 
taurant window near the scene 
and saw him wave to her mom­ 
enta before the crime. This killed 
his alibi—that he ra s at a movie. 
Cummings told the court there 
was no indication violence or dur­ 
ess had been used against Israel 
by police. But then he added: 
“But it goes 
without saying 
that it la just as important for a 
state’s attorney to use the great 
powers of his office to protect 
the innocent as it is to convict 
the guilty.’* 
Thereupon, 
without 
a 
single 
note to guide him, the prosecutor 
proceeded 
point by point to de­ 
molish the entire case against tho 
defendant, until he walked from 
the courtroom a free man.

He told me he 
was very sorry.

Allen 
carried a atrongly worded mes­ 
sage from the American govern­ 
ment which might hurt Egypt’s 
pride and nationalism. 
“He aald: 
‘in this connection, 
I assure you, you can ignore all 
Ha possible effects and I advise 
you to accept.’ 
“I asked him: 
’A message in­ 
sulting Egypt’s nationalism and 
pride? 
What do you 
maan by 
hurting 
Egypt’* 
pride and na­ 
tionalism?’ 
LETTER NEVER DELIVERED 
“He said: ’It Is a message from 
Mr. Dulles.

calm. Do accept his message with 
cool nerves.* 
“I said: 
’How can I accept a

Egypt’s pride will 
only be hurt by the letter but not 
in practice.’ 
“I said: ‘Listen to me. I’m not 
a professional prime minister.

WHY DULLES ERRED 
The reason why DuUes and ad­ 
visers made such ar error 
re­ 
garding 
the untried 
38-year-old 
dictator are: 
(1). On the surface Nasser had 
a good case. The Egyptian mass­ 
es definitely needed help. 
Thirty 
Egyptians own mos* of the wealth 
of the country—a situation made 
for Communist propaganda and 
revolt. 
But Nasser 
never 
car­ 
ded out his promises, spent his 
money on arms, not for his peo­ 
ple. 
(2). 
A pro-Arab clique inside 
the State Department has urged 
more support for Egypt and the 
Arab states. 
They 
fear 
Saudi 
Arabian oil may suffer as a re­ 
sult of American private support 
for Israel. This group is led by 
Undersecretary Herbert 
Hoover, 
Jr., but has potent backing from 
Loy Henderson and other pro- 
Arab diplomats. 
(3). 
Colonel Nasser had the 
secret 
support of a new, 
little 
known arm of U. S. foreign policy 
—the Central Indigence Agency. 
John Foster heads the official 
bureau of American foreign poli­ 
cy. 
His brother Allen heads the 
shadowy, sometimes more potent 
branch of foreign policy, the CIA. 
To those who know both DuUes 
brothers, AUen I* the less publi­ 
cized but the more able. 
He re­ 
ports on foreign affairs direct to 
the President. His recommenda­ 
tions are based on the reports of 
a vast army of sacrat agents. The 


identity of soma, if known, would 
cause their death.

congressional investigation, 
be­ 
cause there is no public account 
ing of CIA funds, CIA’s reports 
are sometimes far off base.

The hea*vyset hoodlum, with ar­ 
rests for draft dodging and feloni­ 
ous assault, disappeared from his 
usual lower East Side haunts soon 
i after the July 28 murder of Abra­ 
ham Telvi, named by the FBI ms 
I the actual acid-thrower.

A terse announcement by FBI 
Chief J. Edgar Hoover in Wash­ 
ington Monday revealed that Rij 
had been named in a secret com­ 
plaint before a U. S. commissioner 
in New York Sept. ll. 
Rij, like Dio and six other known 
garment district figures under ar­ 
rest, was charged with conspiracy 
to obstruct justice “by causing an 
assault to be made on Victor Rie­ 
sel.” 
Dio, who was born John Dio- 
guardia, and the other acused con­ 
spirators were ordered Monday to 
stand trial Oct. 15. 
They will be 
accused of planning and carrying 
out the acid attack to prevent the 
labor columnist from testifying be­ 
fore a'grand jury investigation of 
racketeering in the fur and gar­ 
ment industries.

Western Big I 
Go Ahead with 
Suez Users Plan 


LONDON 
(IPI — The Western 
Big Three agreed today 
to 
go 
ahead with formation of a “canal 
users association” despite Egypt’s 
refusal to cooperate. 
But 
their 
emphasis 
switched 
from an earlier plan to push an 
immediate 
“test 
case” 
against 
Egypt toward 
long-haul prepara­ 
tions, including American help if 
Europe’s oil supplies are cut off. 
U. S. Secretary of State 
John 
Foster Dulles brought Britain and 
France a personal message from 
President Eisenhower at the start 
of Big Three efforts to win world 
support for a long-term economic 
campaign against 
Egyptian con­ 
trol of the vital waterway. 
Another drop in Suez Canal traf­ 
fic was reported today. 
Only 31 
ships were in transit, the lowest 
number since Egypt nationalized 
the canal last July 26. Egyptian 
sources said the ships were mov­ 
ing through the waterway at nor­ 
mal speed. 
Amid Growing Opposition 
The Big Three decision to go 
ahead full steam 
on 
the canal 
users association came against a 
background of growing animosity 
toward the plan and new moves 
by Egypt to torpedo the 
second 
London Suez conference before it 
starts. 
Dulles flew in from the United 
States this morning and went im­ 
mediately 
into discussions with 
British Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd and .French Foreign Minis­ 
ter Christian Pineau. The minis­ 
ters also met wth British Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden. 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt already has turned down

war.” 
Monday, he called on the 
United 
Nations Security

to keep a close watch on the sit­ 
uation. 
Today he called in 
the 
representatives 
of Pakistan 
and 
Ethiopia in an attempt to sabo­ 
tage the London conference which 
begins Wednesday.

Ethiopia and

And there 
were firm indications that others 
of the 18 nations which supported 
the original Dulles plan will re­ 
fuse to put any teeth into the new 
proposal for a canal users associa­ 
tion.

' The Tuberculosis Tax law is an 
act which, when passed in any 
county in Illinois, permits the coun­ 
ty’s board of supervisors (county 
commissioners) to levy a tax not 
to exceed 7%c on each $100 as­ 
sessed valuation of property for 
the care and treatment of tubercu­ 
lous individuals in that county. 
The law also provides rules and 
regulations for the administration 
of the fund so appropriated. 
The 
money goes into the county treas­ 
ury, and is administered by a board 


of three persons, one of whom 
must be a licensed physician. Thia 
board is appointed by the County 
Board of Supervisor! and serves 
without pay. 
Vote YES on the Tuberculoid 
Tax Law ballot on Nov. 6. It may 
save you from tuberculosis.
